MORE BONDS IMMINENT.

W asninaTon, July 17.—It is useless to
conceal the fact that shonld the with-
drawal of gold conlinue at the present
rate, another bond issne will be neces-
sary to sustain the credit of the govern-
mwent. While the administration has
not expected to be able to pull through
until March 4 without another sale of
bondes, it did bope to defer the issnpe un-
til late in the fall, or, if poesible, to the
first of next year. The withdrawals on
Monday were §675,300, of which §375,000
is for immediate exportation. The bal-
ance will probably he hoarded.

The disposition to hoard gold has
been notably apparent for several days,
On Batarday nearly $125,000 was drawn
for this purpose, and on the day before
the withdrawale were nearly $1,000,000,
& large part of which was to be kept in
this conntry.

WHAT MACEO WANTS.

A Few Cartridges nod s Few Canonon
Wonld Enable 2im to Win.

New Yorg, July 19.—The World pub-
lishes the {ollowing correspondence
from the headquarters of Mnceo, Tomas
de Ban Jose, Pinar del Rio, June 26:

““The want of a few cartridges and a
few cannon,” said General Antona
Maceo, *‘is all that makes our govern-
ment uge nature’s rocks insterd of brick
and mortar for a White House."

Asked how many and what arms and
ammunition- he needs to guarantee to
win the war in, say two monthe, he said:

“] conld do it with 20,000 Remington
rifles, small ealibre, 150 cartridges, 10
cannon and 100,000 rounds of artillery
ammaunition. I might do it with much
less. 1 would invariably attack the
Spaniards and attack them after
maneavering their colnmns into eul de
sacs and I would take an important
town. The supplies captured there
wounld assist in the capture of the next
one, and so on until I wounld be able to
storm Havana with its fully equipped
army of 100,000 men and 50 pieces of
artillery.

“In addition to our 60,000 armed
men, we have folly 20,000 more men
armed with only machetes and revolvers,
thus giving us a probable total of 80,000
revolationists in the field."”

He estimates the Cubans have saven
cartridges to each soldier.
